That by the death of the said Charles Coffin 
Harris, His Majesty has lost a wise, faithful, experienced 
and upright Councilor and Officer. For many years in the 
service of the Hawaiian Government, holding in turn the 
Offices of Attorney General, Finister of Finance and 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, and Associate Justice of 
the Supreme Court, and since the year 1877 of Chief . 
Justice and Chancellor, he had approved himself in all of 
them. At no time of his life were his services and counsel 
to the King and the country more valuable than at the 
time when he was suddenly removed by death. In the 
sentiment of this council his loss bereaves the Hawaiian 


Kingdom of an eminent public servant."

The President stated that the resolution should have 
received the approval of all the Cabinet Ministers.

until dead, within the walls of Oahu Prison, between the 
hours of eight o'clock in the morning and twelve o'clock 
at noon, on Monday the second day of December 1889, there 
being no other statute penalty for said offense; and 
Whereas, it appeared upon said trial that said 
Abbert Loomens was not the prime mover or actor in said 
insurrection; and , 
Whereas, in the opinion of His Majesty's Privy 
Council of State, the death of said Albert Loomens in 
pursuance of said sentence, is not essential to the 
vindication of the law or the welfare of the State; and 
Whereas, by the terms of Article 27 of the Consti- 
tution the King, by and with the

advice of the Privy Council, and with the consent of the 
Cabinet, has the power to grant reprieves and pardons, 
after conviction, for all offenses except in case of 
impeachment; and 

“Mereas, in the opinion of "is Majesty's Privy Coun- 
cil of State, tne necessities of the case will be met by 
the reprieve of said Albert Loomens from the effect of 
said sentence and the imposition upon said Albert Loomens, 
in lieu thereof, of iwprisoment at hard labor for a term 
of one year; ‘- it therefore 

Resolved that the Privy Council do hereby advise 
His Majesty to reprieve the said Albert Loomens from the 
effect of said sentence, and to commute the same to a 


term of imprisonment at hard labor for one year." 


A lengthy discussion ensued and several amendments 
were offered ag to the term of imprisonment to be imposed. 
The Attorney General, having accepted the amendment 
offered by the Hon. 7. E. Rowell that he (Albert Loomens) 
be banished from the country after the term of imprison- 
ment, submitted the following proviao; 

"Provided and it is an express condition of the 
commutation hereby advised that said Albert Loomens shall 
depart this Kingdom at the termination of such term of 
imprisonment and not thereafter return to the Kingdom 


under 
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under pain of the revival of said original sentence 
against him." 
By vote of the Council, the resolution as amended, 


was unanimously adopted. 


Before adjourning the Council, the President enjoined 
upon the members, strict secrecy respecting the discussion 


on the above resolution.

Sovereign of Hawaii but one, the earthly life of our 
beloved King Kalakaua was closed by death at 2.30 o'clock 
on Tuesday the 20° day of January 1891. in San Francisco, 
California, United States of America. 

Failing health for some months past made it seem ad- 
visable that He should seek to regain it by a voyage to 
the more bracing climate of California and inspired with 
this hope He left His Kingdom in November last. The 
voyage and change of circumstances at first seemed to 
benefit Him but at length mortal disease appeared with 
increased vigor and He sunk to sleep scarce nine days ago 
in a foreign land. The friendly ship which the Hawaiian 
people were waiting for with expectant eyes came this 
morning bringing back, not their Sovereign in renewed 
health but alas, His lifeless remains. The decorations of 
loyal affection preparing for His reception are speedily 
changed into those of mourning, and we meet today in the 
impulse of a common sorrow. 

The reign of our departed King was memorable as an 
era of remarkable and increasing prosperity. In the 
seventeen years of His reign now closed this Nation has 
made rapid strides in its material industries, 


education 
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education and the arts of civilization. 

But death comes alike to King and commoner and the 
seventh Sovereign of Hawaii has gone to join the roll of 
the illustrious dead, We humbly bow to the will of God. 
Therefore, be it 

Resolved, that the Privy Council of state here 
assembled, join with His beloved Consort, His Royal Sister 
and Relatives, and the Fawaiian people, in expressing our 
great sorrow at this untimely decease of our late King;

subsequent conviction of one Ctsuka for the murder of 
Yamamoto, on Maui, presented the following resolution, 
viz: 

Whereas, at a Term of the Circuit Court of the 
Second Judicial Circuit held at Yailuku in the island of 
Maui, on the ae day of June 1892, Otsuka and Masuda, 
Japanese, were tried and convicted of the crime of Murder 
in the first degree, of one Yamamoto a Japanese, and 
sentenced to be executed; and 

Whereas, reasonable and grave doubts exist as to 
whether Ctsuka was guilty of the crime alleged, but from 
the evidence adduced he may be an accessory thereto; and 

Whereas, in the opinion of the Cabinet it is thought 
that the said Otsuka is therefore a proper subject for 
executive clemency; now therefore 

Be it resolved that this Council do recommend to Her 
Majesty the Queen that the sentence of death heretofore 
passed upon the said Otsuka be commuted to imprisonment 
at hard labor for life." 

After some remarks by Hon. A F Judd and Associate 
R F Bickerton favoring the resolution the motion by Hon. 
J. S. Walker to adopt the same, was by vote of the Coun- 
cil unanimously agreed to.
